NfWEKGLANDSHUTOUT

Gmt Britain Will Nnt Allow
Livestock to Be Landed Until
- Disease is Stamped Out.

Washington, Dec. 2.—Official notice
of the action of.the British govern-
ment prohibiting the landing of live-
stock from the New England states
was received at the department of
agriculture today through the state de-
partment. Acting Secretary of Agri-
culture Willis L. Moore immediately
issue the following pubiic notice:

“The board of agriculture of Great
Britain, in consequence of the outbreak !
of foot and mouth disease in New
England, has issued an order prohibit-

of live animsls from Maine, New
Hampshire, Massachusetts, Vermont,
Rhode Island and Connecticut. The

British board of agriculture asks that
public announcement of this fact be
made in this country. Dr. Salmon is
now in Boston and-in accordance with
the directions of Secretary Wilson, or-
ders have todav been issued sending a
number of veterinary surgeons and
experts to New England to report to
Dr. Salmon and assist him in stamping
out the disease.™”
